3. Appointments 


The Chairman informed Council that Prof. Douglass’ term as Chairman 
of the Department of Civil Engineering has been extended until 31 
May 1986. Prof. De Mori has accepted a three year term (until 31 
May 1987) as Chairman of the Department of Computer Science. 

Prof. Hayes, who will be joining the Faculty on June lst, has been 
appointed for a three year term (until 31 May 1987) as Chairman of 
the Department of Electrical Engineering. 


Motion Council unanimously adopted a motion to thank Prof. Suen for his 
84-2-3 contributions as Chairman of the Department of Computer Science 


4. Announcement of the Quebec Ministry of Science and Technology 


Following a proposal put forward by the Centre for Building 
Studies, the Ministry of Science and Technology has agreed, subject 
to approval by Treasury Board, to fund the creation of a 
corporation whose objective will be to develop software for the 
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construction industry. The Minister has announced that he will 
recommend the approval of $2,000,000 over a five year period. 


Centre de Recherche Informatique de Montréal (CRIM) 


Five Montreal universities have formed a nonprofit corporation 
whose objective is to define and seek funding for research in 
computer science and computer engineering. This initiative has 
been endorsed by the Quebec Council of Universities and will 
shortly receive funding from the Ministry of Education. Dr. 
Giguere has been appointed Acting Director until 31 May 1985. 


NSERC Initiatives 
NSERC has announced several financial incentives aimed at promoting 
university-industry cooperation, including exchange of researchers 
and the financing of equipment for joint research. - | 
Industrial Visits 

Following the initiative of the Public Relations Office, Deans 
Swamy and Giguere have visited a number of industries. These 
visits should be followed up by an identification of possible 
interactions. 

Slot Course - Summer ‘84
